WESLEY F¥ONES. 

WESLEY JONEs died Feb. 23, at his residence 
in Burlington, Iowa. He was born Feb. 11, 
1840, inSpringfield, O. He was early thrown up- 
on his own resources, and after a necessarily lim- 
ited attendance at schools, he worked awhile for 
the Hawkeye as carrier and compositor, and after- 
ward became aclerk for J. O. H. Postlewaite, 
continuing in this capacity with his successors, 
Garrett, Rhodes & Co. He was next employed 
for some years as travelling salesman for J. S. 
Kimball & Co.,a large wholesale firm of Bur- 
lington, and on the suggestion of his brother, 
Samuel H., who was then engaged in mercan- 
tile business in Denver, he went West and took 
stocks of merchandise to Virginia City and other 
mining towns then springing up in that region. 
After several successful ventures in that region 
1866, and pur- 
chased the book-store of J. L. Corse, which he 
enlarged and developed into a store of no small 
importance. The business was continued at the 
same place, until a destructive fire a few years 
ago [necessitated removal to 310 North Main 
Street, where the business is now located.
